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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner thanks the applicant for pointing out 
the definition of the DOE in an effort to differentiate it from the hologram of Topcon. However, with respect to claims 42-55 and 57 as being 
rejected under 35 USC 103(a) over Topcon, the arguments are not persuasive. The DOE definition entails "an array of cells, each cell 
transforming the phase of the beam of light so that a pattern beam of light is reconstructed at a particular position in space". Topcon 
discloses a hologram with an array of cell (P. 0005, grid pattern 5, Figure 2) each of these cells responsible for a phase transformation as 
light from the measuring beam traverses it. A hologram by definition involves a phase transformation, which can only result from reflection 
from or transmission through the array of cells. This reflected diffracted light is reconstructud at the line sensor (P.0008, Figure 3). For this 
reason, the examiner is not persuaded that the definition of DOE alone differentiates claims 42-55 and 57 over the invention of Topcon. 
With respect to claims 60-67as being unpatentable over Topcon in view of Tompkin and further over Walker, the examiner agrees. The 
choin edge detector of Tompkin is different than the window locator of the present application. This rejection is respectfully withdrawn and 
claims 60-67 are in condition for allowance. 
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
